For many years his sermons were 
preached both from the pulpit 
end 
through the newspapers, but after 
he gave up his pulpit in Washington 
the great divine spoke to his flock 
wholly through the public press, and 
there was hardly a town in the Unit­ 
ed States where his sermon in the 
daily or w eekly newspaper was not 
eagerly awaited by scores of peopl■» 
It is probably no exaggeration 
to 
state that his sermon was read each 
week by several millions of people. 
It appeared in at least six languages. 
and the combined circulations of tho 
newspapers 
printing 
his 
sermons 
were estimated at 30,000,000. 
Few men were capable of do ng as 
much literary' work in a day as tho 
famous 
preacher. 
When 
nearing 
threescore and ten he ofton dictat­ 
ed as many as 20,000 words in a day. 
and on many occasions he has worn 
out two or three stenographers dur 
ing that time. 
His sermons were all 
first preached to a stenographer, and 
when he was in the throes of com­ 
position he walked tirelessly up and 
down his study preaching and gestic­ 
ulating exactly as he did later in the 
pulpit and almost with 
as 
great 
rapidity. 
Each week be read thor­ 
oughly between fifty and a hundred 
papers, wrote the editorials for his 
religious weekly. The Christian Her- 
a ’d; dictated 
sermons, 
correspond 
once, letters and books, saw scores 
of friends, business callers, admirers, 
cranks and imposters, and during his 
lecture season lectured at least once 
a year in most of the large and many 
of the small cities of the country. 
He once tried 
dictating his ser 
mons to a phonograph, but, as walking 
about the room was practically a ne­ 
cessity and as he could not very well 
carry the machine with him. he aban­ 
doned the scheme. 
He often said 
that in all his life he had never writ­ 
ten a line or spoken a word with the 
aid of a stimulant. 
At one time he 
was a habitual smoker, but ceased 
one day with a sudden resolution that 
was typical of hit whole life. 


A New Jerseyman by Birth. 
Dr. Talmage was born in Bound 
Brook, Somerset county, N. J., Jan. 7. 
1832. 
His home was a small farm, 
and he wfas the youngest son of a 
family of 12 children. 
His parents 
were deeply 
religious 
people, and 
their greatest desire was to see some 
of their sons enter 
the 
ministry. 
Tlmir hopes were fulfilled, for 
the 
eldest brother at the close of his col­ 
lege life went to China as a mission­ 
ary, while another became a minis 
ter. 
Dr. Talmage 
himself entered 
law, but his parents never ceased to 
hope that he would eventually follow 
in the footsteps cf his brothers. 
In 
1853 he gave up legal practice and 
went to the college at New Bruns­ 
wick to prepare for the ministry. 
His first charge was at Belleville, 
N. J., where he spent three years. He 
then accepted a call to a church at 
Syracuse. N. Y., and remained there 
until 1862, when he accepted a pas­ 
torate in Philadelphia. This gave him 
his first ' chance at reaching the peo­ 
ple of a great city. 
His success was 
instantaneous, and he finally received 
throe simultaneous calls from Brook 
lyn. Chicago 
and 
San 
Francisco. 
Though the church which had called 
him to Brooklyn boasted only 17 men; 
hers, he chose that city, and the re­ 
sult of his choice 
is 
well known. 
Within a year It was 
necessary to 
erect a structure capable of holding 
3.000 people. 
Two 
years later this 
church was burned to the ground. 
An edifice that would seat 5,000 was 
then built, but was Inadequate to ac 
commodate the thousands that flock­ 
ed to hear the famous preacher. 
For 
15 years the church had wonderful 
prosperity, which was rudely broken 
by a second fire that laid it in ashes. 
Undismayed, a third tabernacle \va3 
built. 
It was completed in 1891, and 
its dedication was a great public oc 
casion. 


The Third Fire.

This tabernacle was a grand and 
beautiful place of worship, w’ith a vast 
seating capacity and perfect acoustic 
properties, but it was not destined to 
stand long. On Sunday. May 13, 1894. 
shortly after the closp of the morn­ 
ing 
services. Are broke out and be 
fore it was under control had left the 
magnificent building a pile of smok­ 
ing ruins. 
Dr. Talmage for a time ceased ac 
live pastoral work and went abroad 
for a tour of the world. 
He preached 
to large audiences in Australia. New 
Zealand, India 
and 
Great Britain, 
and on his return wrote the story of 
his 
travels in a book called “The 
Earth Girdled.” which enjoyed a wide 
circulation. 
He now devoted himself 
almost exclusively’ to his editors 3 
work on The Christian Herald, 
his 
sermons being syndicated for weekly 
publication. 
In 1895 Dr. Talmage ac­ 
cepted for a time a pastoral call from 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 
church in 
Washington and was soon the most 
popular minister at the national cap­ 
ital. 
In 1900 he retired from active 
connection 
with 
the 
Washington 
church and devoted hi3 time to edi­ 
torial work, preaching and lecturing 
The passing years served to increase 
his fame, and an announcement that 
he was going to preach always at­ 
tracted a large audience. 
Dr. Talmage was 
a 
voluminous 
writer on religious subjects. 
He was 
the author of a number of lectures, 
and bis sermons have been published 
in 30 volumes. 
Among the better 
known of his works 
were 
“From 
Manger to Throne," “Sparks From 
My Anvil." 
“Crumbs 
Swept 
Up,” 
“Sports That Kill." “Night Sides of 
City Life.” “The Poetry of Life” and

Silent tribute to the memory of Dr. 
Talmage was paid yesterday by thou­ 
sands of people who walked past the 
residence on Massachusetts avenue. 
Messages of sympathy from nearly 
every state in the Union, and from 
England. Russia and other European 
countries, came to the family during 
the day. 


Had 
Wonderful 
Popularity. 
Dr. Talmage was beyond a doubt 
the most popular preacher America 
has produced. 
When 
he 
had 
a 
church 
his 
congregations 
were as 
enormous as those of Henry Ward 
Beecher, and he at the same time ad­ 
dressed another congregation of mil 
lions through the newspapers. 
When 
he was preaching in Brooklyn theie 
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A New Jerseyman by Birth. 
Dr. Talmage was born in Boun. 
Brook. Somerset county. N. J.. Jan. 
1832. 
His home was a small farm 
and he was the youngest son of 
family of 12 children. 
His parents 
were deeply 
religious 
people, and 
their greatest desire was to see some 
of their sons enter 
the 
ministry 
Tlmlr hopes were fulfilled, for 
the 
eldest brother at the close of his col 
loge life went to China as a mission 
ary, while another bename a minis 
ter. 
Dr. Talmage 
himself entered 
law. but his parents never ceased to 
hope that he would eventually follow 
In the footsteps of his brothers. 
In 
1853 he gave up legal practice and 
vent to the college at New Bruns 
wick to prepare for the ministry. 
His first charge was at Belleville 
N. .J., where he spent three years. He 
then accepted a call to a church at 
Syracuse. N. Y., and remained there 
until 1862, when he accepted a pas 
tora to in Philadelphia. 
This gave him 
his first’chance at reaching the peo­ 
ple of a great city. 
His success was 
instantaneous, and he finally received 
three simultaneous calls from Brook 
lyn. Chicago 
and 
San 
Francisco. 
Though the church which had called 
him to Brooklyn boasted only 17 men; 
hers, he chose that city, and the re­ 
sult of his choice 
is 
well known. 
Within a year it was 
necessary to 
erect a structure capable of holding 
3,000 people. 
Two 
years later this 
church was burned to the ground. 
An edifice that would seat 5,000 wa* 
then built, but was inadequate to ae 
commodate the thousands that flock­ 
ed to hear the famous preacher. 
For 
15 years the church had wonderful 
prosperity, which was rudely broken 
by a second fire that laid it in ashes. 
Undismayed, a third tabernacle was 
built. 
It was completed in 1891, and 
its dedication was a great public oc 
casion. 


The Third Fire. 


This tabernacle was a grand and 
beautiful place of worship, with a vast 
seating capacity and perfect acoustic 
properties, but it was not destined to 
stand long. On Sunday. May 13, 1894. 
shortly after the close of the morn­ 
ing 
services, fire broke out and be 
fore it was under control had left the 
magnificent building a pile of smok­ 
ing ruins. 
Dr. Talmage for a time ceased ae 
tive pastoral work and went abroad 
for a tour of the world. 
He preached 
to large audiences in Australia, New 
Zealand, India 
and 
Great Britain, 
and on his return wrote the story of 
his 
travels in a book called “The 
Earth Girdled.” which enjoyed a wide 
circulation. 
He now' devoted himself 
almost exclusively' to his editor); 3 
work on The Christian Herald, 
his 
sermons being syndicated for weekly 
publication. 
In 1895 Dr. Talmage ac­ 
cepted for a time a pastoral call from 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 
church in 
Washington and was soon the most 
popular minister at the national cap­ 
ital. 
In 1900 he retired from active 
connection 
with 
the 
Washington 
church and devoted hi3 time to edi­ 
torial work, preaching and lecturing 
The passing years served to increase 
his fame, and an announcement that 
he was going to preach always at­ 
tracted a large audience. 
Dr. Talmage was 
a 
voluminous 
writer on religious subjects. 
He was 
the author of a number of lectures, 
and his sermons have been published 
in 30 volumes. 
Among the better 
known of his works 
were 
“From 
Manger to Throne,” “Sparks From 
My Anvil.” 
“Crumbs 
Swept 
Up,” 
“Sports That Kill.” “Night Sides of 
City Life,” “The Poetry of Life” ana 
“Old Wells Dug Out.” 
It is estimated 
that for many 
years his royalties 
netted him 
the 
princely income of 
f20,000 a year.

daily or weekly newspaper was not

newspapers 
printing 
his 
sermon 
were estimated at 30,000,000. 
Few men were callable of (long as 
much literary work in a day as the 
famous 
preacher. 
When 
nearing 
threescore and ten he often diotat 
ed as many as 20,000 words in a day 
and on many occasions he has worn 
out two or three stenographers dur 
ins that time. 
His sermons were all 
Hist preached to a stenographer, and 
w’hon he was in the throes of com 
position he walked tirelessly up and 
down his study preaching and Rest ie 
ulating exactly as he did later in the 
pulpit and almost with 
as 
great 
rapidity. 
Each week lie read thor 
oughly between fifty and a hundred 
papers, wrote the editorials for his 
religious weekly. The Christian Her 
a ’d; dictated 
sermons, 
correspond 
once, letters and books, saw scores 
of fl it nils, business callers, admirers 
cranks and Imposters, and during hi 
lecture season lectured at least once 
a year in most of the large and many 
of the small cities of the country. 
He once tried 
dictating his ser 
mons to a phonograph, but. as walking 
about the room was practically a ne­ 
cessity and as he could not very well 
carry the machine with him, he aban 
doned th*1 scheme. 
He often said 
that in all his life he had never writ­ 
ten a line or spoken a word with the 
aid of a stimulant. 
At one time he 
was a habitual smoker, but ceased 
one day with a sudden resolution that 
was typical of hic whole life.

—as well as public and popular 
la­ 
m es. 
He probably preached to more 
people than any other man that ever 
lived. 
For he not only spoke and* lec­ 
tured regularly to large audiences, 
but understanding fully the value of 
the press, he preached regularly to 
millions 
of people 
through 
thous­ 
ands of newspapers, daily and week­ 
ly, small and largo.A man so widely 
Known naturally had enemies, but his 
adm irers 
outnumbered them 
thous­ 
ands to one. 
His death leaves more 
than a vacant pulpit. 
It is a vacan­ 
cy in the religious world, with no 
successor now in sight to fill tho 
place.

T seems to me that no one can seriously dispute the 
need of a great school of art in America. 
A million 
dollars would make such a school possible. 
A s art 
is now taught in this country it is too fragmentary; 
its pupils are not thoroughly grounded; examina­ 
tions are too easy. 
In foreign schools the examina­ 
tions are very difficult, ai>d a student must know much to pass them. 
There should be an American school with equally high requirements. 
Tho American Art federation would be the institution which 
would most naturally father the work. 
The location for the school 
should 
be in a center where it would be to the advantage of both 
public and instructors to live. 
One would name New York, as the 
National academy is there, and the various art societies, to which 
most American artists contribute, hold their exhibitions there.

Foremost American Preacher 


Succumbs to Inflammation 


of the Brain. 


WAS IN POOR HEALTH FOR WEEKS 


Noted Divine M Youth Intended to 


Become a Lawyer, but Soon Turned 


to the Ministry and Early Achieved 


Fame— Sketch of His Career. 


Washington. April 14.—The Rev. I 
Dewitt Talmage, 
the 
Presbyterian 
divine, died last Saturday night at 
3 o'clock at his residence in this city 
He had been in poor health for six 
weeks, suffering from influenza and 
serious catarrhal conditions. 
The im 
mediate cause of death was inflamma 
tion of the brain. 
He had not been 
rational since the middle of last week. 
The patients life 
passed away so 


was no necessity of a stranger asking 
where Dr. Talmage's church was; all 
he had to do was to follow the crowd, i 
For many years his sermons were I 
preached both from the pulpit 
and ; 
through the alew*papers, but after j 
he gave up his pulpit In Washington 
the great divine spoke to his flock 
wholly through the public press, and 
there was hardly a town in the Unit­ 
ed States where his sermon in the* 
daily or weekly newspaper was not 
eagerly awaited by scores of people 
It is probably no exaggeration 
to 
state that his sermon was read each 
week by several millions of people. 
It appeared in at least six languages, 
and the combined circulations of tho 
newspapers 
printing 
his 
sermons 
were estimated at 30,000,000. 
Few men were raisable of do ng as 
much literary work in a day as the 
famous 
preacher. 
When 
nearing 
three-score and ten he often dictat­ 
ed as many as 20.000 words in a day. 
and on many occasions he has worn 
out two or three stenographers dur 
ing that time. 
His sermons were all 
first preached to a stenographer, and 
when he was in the throes of com­ 
position he walked tirelessly up and 
down his study preaching and gestic­ 
ulating exactly as he did later In the 
pulpit and almost with 
as 
great 
rapidity. 
Each week be read thor­ 
oughly between fifty and a hundred 
papers, wrote the editorials for his 
religious weekly. The Christian Her- 
a ’d; dictated 
sermons, 
correspond­ 
ence, letters and books, saw scores 
of friends, business callers, admirers, 
cranks and imposters, and during his 
lecture season lectured at least once 
a year in most of the large and many 
of the small cities of the country. 
He once tried 
dictating his aer 
mons to a phonograph, but. as walking 
about the room was practically a ne­ 
cessity and as he could not very well 
carry the machine with him. he aban­ 
doned tho scheme. 
He often said 
that in all his life he had never writ­ 
ten a line or spoken a word with the 
aid of a stimulant. 
At one time he 
was a habitual smoker, but ceased 
one day with a sudden resolution that 
was typical of hij whole life.

A New Jerseyman by Birth. 
Dr. Talmage was born in Bound 
Brook, Somerset county. N. J.. Jan. 7 
832. 
His home was a small farm, 
and he was the youngest son of a 
family of 12 children. 
His parents 
were deeply 
religious 
people, and 
their greatest desire was to see some 
of their sons enter 
the 
ministry. 
Th'dr hopes were fulfilled, for 
the 
eldest brother at the close of his col­ 
lage life went to China as a mission­ 
ary, while another became a minis 
ter. 
Dr. Talmage 
himself entered 
law. but his parents never ceased to 
hope that he would eventually follow 
In the footsteps of his brothers. 
In 
Hilo he gave up legal practice and 
vent to the college at New Bruns­ 
wick to prepare for the ministry. 
His first charge was at Belleville. 
N- J., where he spent throe years. He 
then accepted a call to a church at 
Syracuse, N. Y., and remained there 
until 1862, when he accepted a pas 
torate in Philadelphia. This gave him 
his first chance at reaching the peo­ 
ple of a great city. 
His success was 
instantaneous, and he finally received 
three simultaneous calls from Brook 
l.vn. Chicago 
and 
San 
Francisco. 
Though the church which had called 
him to Brooklyn boasted only 17 men, 
hers. he chose that city, and the re­ 
sult of his choice 
is 
well known. 
Within a year It was 
necessary to 
erect a structure capable of holding 
3,000 people. 
Two 
years later this 
church was burned to the ground. 
An edifice that would seat 5,000 wag 
then built, but was Inadequate to ac 
commodate the thousands that flock 
ed to hear the famous preacher. 
For 
15 years the church had wonderful 
prosperity, which was rudely broken 
by a second fire that laid It in ashes. 
Fndigmayed, a third tabernacle wan 
built. 
It was completed in 1891, and 
its dedication was a great public oc 
casion.

In 1900 he retired from active

with 
the 
Washington 
church and devoted his time to edi­ 
torial work, preaching and lecturing 
The parsing years served to Increase 
his fame. and an announcement that 
he was going to pr< ac h always at­ 
tracted a large audience. 
Dr. Talmag** was 
a 
voluminous 
writer on religious subjects. 
IL* was 
the author of a number of lectures, 
and bis sermons have been published 
in 30 volumes. 
Among the better 
known of his works 
were 
"From 
Manger to Throne,** "Sparks From 
My Anvil." 
"Crumbs 
Swept 
Up," 
"Sports That Kill,” "Night Si leg of 
City Life,” “The Poetry of Life" and

American art as a whole, however, has tile tendency to be pre­ 
occupied with problems of a technical nature, such as how to put 
on paint and things of that sort. 
Tho art school should have, first of ail, the great artists of the 
country as overseers. 
That is the method pursued in Munich, whero 
the great artists are given studios in the school and the students are 
allowed several clays in the week to conduit them. 
Th addition to 
the i ii ti lienee of American artists of first rank, the American school 
might also make arrangements to receive the advice of prominent 
foreign artists visiting this country.
